"A good duer may occa- 
sionally lose bis balanw, but, being 
generally cool headed, be can regain it, 
or at any rate sutlu u-ntlj- to as to pre- 
vent injury to himself. 
"la tbe majority of cam* dt-nfuett to 


rh* moat frco.urut injury inflicted by 
diving. The cause of this Is that few 
find it easy to drop the head sufficiently 
to set it well between tlie arms. The 
result is they receive some tremendous 
blows on the ho.id, and if tbe water is 
struck a bit sideways tb* ear gets most 
of the ,.vu..iis»ion, and the result will 
frequently be a rapture of the mem- 
brane of the tympanum. A good pre- 
ventive for such an accident is to place 
In the ears a little medic-ated wool or 
cotton dipped in oil. 


"Another Injury to health caused f re- 


qnently by diving arises from getting 
large quantities of water into the lungs. 
The extent of the harm done in cases 
of this sort depends on thp condition of 
the water ns to its cleanliness. I have 
often seen boys, for instance, dive into 
water at places where it was absolute- 
ly filthy from thf> evacuation of drain- 
age Into It. The danger to health, es- 
pecially to thoae with not overstrong 
constitutions, can readily be seen. 


'The higher the dive the longer, of 


course, will be the duration under wa- 
ter. 
Now, aa inexperienced diver is 


rarely able to hold his breath under 
water for more than a second or two 
at a time, and if the dive is an unusu- 
ally high one he will In nine cases out 
of ten give up the struggle in trying to 
retain his breath and invariably, too, 
jnst before his head reaches the *ur 
face. 
The result not infrequently is 


that the water that has escaped into 
his lungs aud stoma-ch Is far more than 
is good for him, and to many it is posi- 
tively injurious. 


"The best thing I know of to bring 


one quickly to tlu> surface in high div- 
ing is to have a piece of cork fastpned 
under each arinpit. 
Corks weighing 


four ounces each are snffiViently strong 
In buoyancy for a man of 150 pounds 
in weight. There are ninny tl<n ices by 
which the corks can be k<>pl '.(•cured 
under the armpits 
Perhaps the sim- 


plest it to sew wu-h cork into a tight 
fitting canvas or cotton baa nnd then 
again sew each bag on to tlit> bathing 
suit by a couple of strand-., allowing 
the strands to run over tlie shoulders
